0 44 1 a(f) by knowingly accepting excessive contributions, or, 
in the alternative, made prohibited corporate expenditures in 
violation of 2 U.S.C. 6 441b. 

Find no reason to believe that Citizens Club for Growth, Inc., 
formerly known as Club for Growth, Inc., violated 2 U.S.C. 
0 441 b by making prohibited in-kind contributions in the 
form of coordinated communications to Walberg for 
Congress and Jeffrey Yeutter, in his official capacity as 
treasurer. 

Find no reason to believe that Citizens Club for Growth, 
Inc. PAC and Pat Toomey, in his official capacity as 
treasurer, formerly known as Club for Growth, Inc. PAC, 
violated 2 U.S.C. $6 434 and 441a(a)(l) by making and 
failing to report excessive in-kind contributions in the form 
of coordinated communications to Walberg for Congress 
and Jeffiey Yeutter, in his official capacity as treasurer. 
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4. Find no reason to believe that Walberg for Congress and 
Jeffrey Yeutter, in his official capacity as treasurer, violated 
2 U.S.C. $6 434 and 441a(f) by knowingly accepting and 
failing to report excessive in-kind contributions in the form 
of coordinated communications. 

5. Find no reason to believe that Citizens Club for Growth, Inc., 
formerly known as Club for Growth, Inc., violated 2 U.S.C. 
5 44 1 b by funding candidate endorsements featured on the 
website it shares with Citizens Club for Growth, Inc. PAC. 

6. Find no reason to believe that Citizens Club for Growth, Inc. 
PAC and Pat Toomey, in his official capacity as treasurer, 
formerly known as Club for Growth, Inc. PAC, violated 2 
U.S.C. 0 434 by failing to report disbursements associated 
with candidate endorsements featured on its website. 

7. Find no reason to believe that Citizens Club for Growth, Inc. 
PAC and Pat Toomey, in his official capacity as treasurer, 
formerly known as Club for Growth, Inc. PAC, violated 2 
U.S.C. $0 434 and 441a(a)(l) by making and failing to report 
excessive in-kind contributions in the form of coordinated 
communications in connection with candidate endorsements 
featured on its website.
